The obligation, ex- 
plained the Homo Secretary, would 
apply to men between the ages of 18 
to 51 and the nature of the volunteer 
duties would be prescri by an 
Order in Council. It will henceforth 
become obligatory on a man securing 
exemption to get into Volunteer unti- 
form immediately unless the tribunal 
otherwise directs. 


The New Call-Up. 
The following announcement is 
made by the Minister of National 
Service: š 
The passing of the Military Service 
Act (No.2), 1918, renders liable for 
military service men who are above 
the previous military age, Before 
any men. who have hitherto been 
above the military age limit are 
actually called up public notices will 
be issued and will indicate the pro- 
cedure to be followed. | It is therefore 
not necessary for such men to take 
any immediate action. It is intended 
that a summons for medical examina- 
tion should beissued to these men 
before any summons for military ser- 
vice is issued, and that the time for 
making an application to a tribuna 
for exemption should be after the 
date of the medical examination. In 
the meanwhile men mewly liable for 
military service will remain in civil 
life. Certain voluntarily attested 
mèn who have hitherto been allowed 
to remain in civil life because they 
were, in fact, above the former mili- 
tary age, will be regarded as if the 
were men whose liability for service 
has now arisen for the first time.

Could it ever be for- 
gotten that the Lusitania was tor- 
pedoed and punk when sho was carry- 
ing nearly 2,000 persons? “ No more 
calbous or cruel crime,” Sir Samuel 
said, “has been committed since the 
day of Cain. ‘The first murderer 
seemed to have felt somo shame and 
remorse, as he denied the crime at 
the outset, and afterwards moaned 
that his iniquity was more than could 
be forgiven. But the authors and in- 
stigators of the inhuman, oriali 
abrocity of the Lusitania were suci 
beings as could rejoice and revel in 
it. Lest the civilised world, which 
stood aghast at the crime, might mis- 
understand or forget it, they struck 
a medal of a vile kind to celebrate

Allics’ Victories in One Day’s 
| Fighting. 

The correspondent of the Havas 
Agency on the French front tele- 
grapks: Our air service, which has 
assured us the incontestable mastery 
of the air, has never accomplished 
such important work nor rendered 
such valuable services as since the 
beginning of the German offensive on 
March 21. These magnificent results 
have been obtained with compara- 
tively. slight losses, far inferior to 
those of the Germans, who have lost 
over 3 machines to 1 of ours. 

Attacks in Force. 
The Germans themselves recognised 
our superiority in'their wireless mes- 
sage of March 29 saying: “While the 
enemy during the first days hardly 
opposed any serious resistance in the 
air, he ig now obstinately resisting 
our pilots, aided by other aerial 
forees coming from other fronts. In 
certain place; he penetrated with 
squadrons of 60 airmen into the aerial 
defenee zone, so that our chasing air- 
men could repulse the enemy only 
after hard fighting.” As a matter of 
fact, since March 23 the enemy has 
been. completely mastered, and had 
to call on his best squadrons in order 
to react. Since March 29 German 
aeroplanes have been brought down 
by scores a day. > 
With Bombs and Machine-guns, 
From 40 to 50 tons of explosives have 
been dropped daily on all his rear 
organisations, while from 200,000 to 
300,000 rounds of cartridges a day
